The subject matters of claims 1 and 2 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-6. 

Document 1 (claims 1 and 3, [0026]) discloses the manufacture of a keloid inhibitor and an external 
preparation which contain aspirin (acetylsalicylic acid) or its pharmacologically acceptable salt as the effective 
ingredient. 

Document 2 (abstract, claim 1, [0022]) discloses an external preparation containing aspirin 
(acetylsalicylic acid) for treating inflammatory skin diseases, and keloid and hypertrophic scars as inflammatory 
skin diseases to be treated. 

Document 3 (claims 1 and 2, [0005]) discloses a therapeutic drug for skin injury for local application, 
which contains acetylsalicylic acid as the active ingredient, and mentions that acetylsalicylic acid is previously 
known to have analgesic effect for thermal injuries and burns. 

Document 4 (the claims; page 2, column 2, line 15 to page 2, column 6, line 1 of claims) describes that a 
pain, hot feeling, red spots and swelling of thermal injury are alleviated by a therapeutic drug for dermatitis 
which contains acetylsalicylic acid and its physiologically acceptable salt as the effective ingredients and a wet 
compress dipped in a solution containing aspirin. 

Document 5 (claim 1; page 4, upper right column, line 5) discloses an anti-inflammatory analgesic 
pharmaceutical composite containing acetylsalicylic acid as the active ingredient and mentions that the 
composite can be used to treat posttraumatic pain. 

Document 6 (abstract; claim 1: page 4, lines 19-23) discloses an external preparation for antipruritus 
which contains acetylsalicylic acid as the active ingredient, and pruritus accompanying a dermal trauma such as 
an incision is cited as a disease accompanied by itching as the object of treatment. 

The subject matters of claims 1 and 2 appear to be industrially applicable. 
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
